In the lon£ winter evenings thens are 
many hours that can be made m ostii 
fui in the household, if the fat^Mfand 
mother will only adopt som£|fliUi of in­ 
struction and entertainment in which 
all the household <*an be included. 
It 
is too much the habit in families, both 
in the country and city, to leave each 
member to go its own way. 
The father 
reads lits newspaper beside the center 
table, and wishes no disturbance in his 
vicinity; the mother, ]>erhaps, is busv 
in the nursery with the younger chil­ 
dren, or engaged in household duties, 
or absorbed in the pages of a magazine 
or book, aud takes little heed of the 
occupations of the older members of 
the family. 
Perhaps the young men 
seek amusements abroad, and are al­ 
lowed to return home when they please, 
unquestioned concerning their method 
of passing the long evenings. 
The 
older girls receive their friends in the 
parlor, or gather around the table or 
piano, occupied with fancy work or 
music. 
Each one is independent of the 
other, and there is no community of in­ 
terest, which makes the bond of home 
happiness and increases the love of its 
inmates. 
In families thus managed, 
what wonder that the sons seek ques­ 
tionable amusements, the daughters 
make ill-assorted marriages and lead 
unhappy lives, ami the parents find 
little happiness in their children. 
In 
their youth they gave them shelter and 
food, and cared for their health; but 
they did not interest themselves in mak­ 
ing home happy; they did not give them 
real heart love, and teach them that in 
their society they could alw ays be enter­ 
tained. 
Every evening there should be an 
hour given up to the little folks, when 
young and old play together. 
“ The 
wise man is he who keeps his child- 
^e&rt,” has been truly said; and the man 
who cannot frolic with his children is 
really to be pitied. 
No m atter how 
high his station, a good romp is the best 
exercise for him and for his children; 
and the father who joins in his son’s 
sports, plays foot-ball with him, slides 
down hill and skates on the pond, is the 
father whose old age is the most ten­ 
derly cherished, and whose gray head is 
rarely dishonored. 
Occupations for winter evenings, of 
course, must be varied according to the 
circumstances and tastes of the family; 
but music should have its place in the 
home life, whenever it is practicable, 
and in that family where the piano is 
always opened and the mother ever 
willing to play accompaniments and to 
leadthe singing, the happiest home life 
is found. 
One need not be able to play 
or sing seientitic music to give pleasure 
to children; and if the father is not will­ 
ing to lend his aid to the general e n te r­ 
tainment he should at least not throw a 
wet blanket over those who participate 
in it, by objecting to the disturbance 
they create. 
The best way not to be 
disturbed by the noise is to join in the 
amusements; but if you cannot be so 
unselfish as to rejoice in the others’ joy, 
quietly absent yourself from their midst. 
There are many quiet games which 
can be played in a large family that 
are both instructive and amusing. After 
the children’s hour of fun, there could 
be an hour of reading aloud by some 
member or members of the family. 
There can be no better way to increase 
the taste for choice literature than by 
home reading, whether in a large or 
small circle. 
In a village, a young 
People’s club could be formed, to meet 
once or twice a week and take up a 
course of reading, either historical or 
political, or in general literature. 
Half 
a dozen or a dor.en young ladies and 
gentlemen would find such a way of 
passing an evening quite as entertain­ 
ingly as if it were spent in silly conversa­ 
tion on dress, fashion and gossip. Read­ 
ing aloud is a charming accomplishment 
when one excels in it, and by practice 
almost every one can succeed in it, and 
take turns in the reading. 
In a circle 
of old friends of my acquaintance, some 
of them high in the fifties, reading 
aloud while the others worked, hasbeen 
a practice for over a third of a century, 
anti the most charming hours of their 
lives, outside their families, have been 
passed in this manner; and many a his­ 
torical work, many a biography, and 
many a noteworthy novel, have been 
read by them, and an* always closely 
associated with each other. 
The reading club need not be given 
up wholly to the young jK*ople, Init the 
middle-aged and the old will also find 
them a delightful entertainment in the 
long snowy, dark evenings, when the 
monotony of home life seems almost un­ 
bearable, and the seven evenings of the 
w eek are looked forward to w ith almost 
dread, as they must be passed so stu­ 
pidly. 
The evening pajK*r once road, 
paterfamilias falls asleep beside the fire, 
the kitten purrs upon the hearth rug 
and the dog sleeps on the door mat, 
while the mother clicks her knitting 
needles and sorts her wools, and chides 
the children if they are too noisy in 
their plays; and so the dull evening 
drags along, until the father arouses 
himself and thinks it is almost bed-time.
